The Demands ol the Men Granted and 


Everybody Except the Company's 


Officials Satisfied— The Com-

Though Indianapolis people have had 
all day to think about it, they have not 
yet recovered from their astonishment 
at the remarkable legal coup by which 
the street railroad "tie up" was 
loosened, further collisions between the 
mob and police prevented, and the 
company thrown into the hands of a 
receiver.

BALiFOUR BLAMED. 


His Record of Unbroken 8ucoe» Xarred 


by Failure. 


LONDON, March 2. — A debate in the 


house of commons last night OB a bill 
promoted by the corporation of Belfast 
concerning the control of a local luna- 
tic asylum gave rise to a remarkable 
exhibition 
of bigotry and sectarian 


feeling. The fight, in which all parties 
took a hand, turned on tbe insertion of 
clauses intended to give the Catholics 
of Belfast the greater share in the gov- 
ernment of the town. Sir Edward J. 
Harland, member for North Belfast. 
denied that Belfast was an Irish town 
at all. The majority of the population, 
he declared, were English and Protes- 
tant. It would not do, therefore, to 
give the control of the institutions of 
the town t" the Irish Catholics. 


Mr. William Johnston, member for 


South Belfast, also regarded Belfast as 
an essentially Protestant town, and 
averred this was the reason why Bel- 
fast was more prosperous than most 
Irish cities. Bot'.i gentlemen are con- 
servatives, and their opposition to a 
measure supported by the government 
attracted much attention. 


Sir William Harconrt and Mr. Balfour 


took a hand in the debate, and the 
question at issue thereupon became a 
party one. This lent additional inter- 
est to the discussion, and when a di- 
vision was had, and it appeared that 
the government's majority in favor of 
the bill was only 23, there was much 
enthusiasm among the opposition ele- 
ments.

Kress to bur out the political "sooner," 
but there is a pretty strong feeling on 
the subjoot among Ihe people. Fair- 
play tiofore his p-vty convention is what 
overy candidate ought (o have, and its 
conventions ns a rule are always willing 
to conoede this, the "aooner" is pretty 
apt to find his fate in politics even worse 
than it was in Oklahoma,

oar strike at Indianapolis, 


which for the past month has troubled 
the people of that oity and put them to 
irreat inconvenience, bid ita origin in the 
penurionsneBS ot the management of the 
road. For years the men employed aa 
driven and oondneton had been ex- 
tended the courtesy ot riding tree when 
off duty; but, about a month ago, the 
grasping capitalists, into whose hands 
the road h»4 p§»ed, applied the rigid 
rale* of business to the rights of em- 
ploye*, requiring them to pay fare »hen 
off duty. 


This waa done regardless ot the fact 


that these men, in the course of every 
year they were in the employ of the 
company did, in compliment to the com- 
pany, thousands of little acts beneficial 
to the company that the rigid laws of 
business did not, require them to do. This 
courtesy was withdrawn by the company 
in'face ot the fsot that no extra oars, and 
no extra expense were involved in contin- 
uing the courtesy to their men. It was 
done solely because the company had 
power to do it, In our opinion that power 
was need indiscreetly. There were no 
restraining conditions in view to prevent 
the company from forcing its employes 
and benefactors to contribute nickels to 
the coffers of the company, and it made a 
swipe at the nickels, and to its surprise 
inherited a strike which has already cost 
the company more than all the nickels it 
could gather from that source in five 
years application of close business rules. 


There waa not only this immediate re- 


sult upon the company, but the public, 
which the company, by its charter has 
contracted to serve, haa been grevioualy 
outraged and discomfited until, unable 
to endure the results of the silly policy 
of the management longer, a citizen made 
complaint to the court and secured the 
appointment of a receiver, thus leaving, 
for the present at least, the road in the 
hands of ths court, with the chances in 
favor ot the permanent resumption of 
business in the interest ot the public. 


By its course this company has pre- 


sented a clear case ot "a penny wise and 
pound foolish," or grasping for a nickel 
and losing a dollar policy.

To Promote the Education ol Indiana. 


WASHINGTON-, March 2.—A bill was 


ntroclucpd yesterday by Senator Per- 
{ins to provide for tho creation of a 
.>oard of repents of education for In- 
dians in Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tory. The bill provides for tho pur- 
chase of lands from tho government 
for the promotion oC the industrial and 
academic education of Indians. The 
Doard is to consist of twenty members, 
twelve to be appointed by the presi- 
dent, not more than six to be of any 
one political party, tho remainder to 
bo officials of the two territories. 
The 


board is to provide effective means for 
the higher education of Indians, and to 
hold in trust lands exclusively for their 
use. 


It is provided that tho government 


shall sell to the board 1,000,000 acres, 
selected from the Cherokee strip, for 
the purpose of promoting the education 
of Indians, at SI 50 per aero.
